Westinghouse 
Plants Struck 
*J5y CIO Union 


43,000 Workers O ff 
Jobs In 28 Factories 
Throughout Nation 


PITTSBURGH

Twenty- 
eight plants of Westinghouse Elec­ 
tric Corp. were hit today by a 
strike of 43,000 members of the 
CIO International Union of Elec- 
& trical Workers. 
There was no immediate indi­ 
cation that the company’s other 
30 plants, employing about 70,- 
000 workers affiliated with other 
unions, would be affected. 
The CIO-IUE, headed by Jam es 
B. Carey, ordered the walkout to 
begin on schedule only a few hours 
after the company announced Car­ 
ey had “initialed an agreem ent” 
^ to end a five-week-old strike at 
the East Pittsburgh plant 
“ and 
cancel a strike.” 
But Carey said he had made it 
clear “that nothing in the propos­ 
ed agreement modified any pro­ 
visions of the 
current 
national 
agreement between the company 
and union, particularly the provis­ 
ion regarding filing of grievances, 
except a clause broadening the re­ 
opening section on national nego- 
K f tiations.”

EMPLOYMENT in the United States spurted to an all time high of 
65,488,000 in August, and unemployment dropped to 2,237,000, lowest 
since the fall of 1953, according to a report by the Commerce and 
Labor departments in Washington. The number of employes op non­ 
farm payrolls was up by 350,000 to nearly 50,000,000 and the 7,500,000 
farm workers held close to the June-July level, instead of showing 
the customary drop between the times when crops are laid by and 
harvested. Only sizeable decline in manufacturing employment was 
a 50,000 drop in the auto industry.

Revealing Anne Morrow Lindberghs 
Way of Life for Women 


By ANNE MORROW LINDBERGH 


I 
BEGAN these pages for myself, in order to think out 
my own particular pattern of living, my oum indi­ 
vidual balance of life, work and human relationships. 
And since I think best with a pencil in m y hand, I started 
naturally to write. I had the feeling, when the thoughts 
first clarified on paper, that m y experience was very 
different from other people’s. (Are we all under this 
illusion?) My situation had, in certain ways, more free­ 
dom than that of most people, and in certain other ways, 
much less. 
Besides, I thought, not all women are searching for a 
new pattern of living, or want a contemplative corner of 
their own. Many women are content with their lives as 
they are. They manage amazingly well, far better than I, 
it seemed to me, looking at their lives from the outside. 
With envy and admiration, I observed the porcelain per­ 
fection of their smoothly ticking days. Perhaps they had 
no problems, or had found the answers long ago. No, 
I decided, these discussions would have value and interest 
only for myself. 
But as I went on writing and simultaneously talking 
with other women, young and old, with different lives and 


experiences— those who supported themselves, those who 
wished careers, those who were hard-working housewives 
and mothers, and those with more ease— I found that m y 
point of view was not unique. In varying settings and 
under different forms, I discovered that many women, 
and men, too, were grappling with essentially the same 
questions as I, and were hungry to discuss and argue and 
hammer out possible answers. Even those whose lives had 
appeared to be ticking imperturbably under their smiling 
clock-faces were often trying, like me, to evolve another 
rhythm with more creative pauses in it, more adjustment 
to their individual needs, and new and more alive rela­ 
tionships to themselves as well as others. 
And so gradually, these chapters, fed by conversations, 
argum ents and revelations from men and women of all 
groups, became more than my individual story, until I 
decided in the end to give them back to the people who 
had shared and stimulated many of these thoughts. Here, 
then, with my warm feelings of gratitude and companion­ 
ship for those working along the same lines, I return my 
gift from the sea. 


T 
HE BEACH is not the place to work; to 
read, write or think. I should have .re* 
m em bered th a t from oth er years. Tho 
warm, too damp, too soft for any real m en­ 
tal discipline or sharp flights of spirit. One 
never learns. Hopefully, one carries down 
the faded straw bag, lumpy with books, 
clean paper, long over-due unanswered 
letters, freshly sharpened pencils, lists, and 
good intentions. The books remain unread, 
the pencils break their points, and the pads 
rest smooth and unblemished as the cloud­ 
le s s ly . No reading, no writing, no thoughts 
even—at least, not at first. 
At first, the tired body takes over com­ 
pletely. As on shipboard, one descends into 
a deck-chair apathy. One is forced against 
one’s mind, against all tidy resolutions, 
back into the primeval rhythm s of the sea­ 
shore. Rollers on the beach, wind in the 
pines, the slow flapping of herons across 
sand dunes, drown out the hectic rhythms 
of city and suburb, time tables and sched­ 
ules. One falls under their spell, relaxes, 
stretches out prone. One becomes, in fact, 
like the element on which one lies, flat­ 
tened by the sea; bare, open, empty as the 
beach, erased by today’s tides of all yester­ 
day’s scribblings. 
And then, some morning in the second 
week, the mind wakes, comes to life again. 
Not in a city sense—no—but beach-wise. It 
begins to drift, to play, to turn over in gen­ 
tle careless rolls like those lazy waves on the 
beach. One never knows w hat chance treas­ 
ures these easy unconscious rollers may 
|pss up, on the smooth white sand of the 
conscious mind; w'hat perfectly rounded 
stone, what rare shell from the ocean floor. 
Perhaps a channelled whelk, a moon shell, 
or even an argonaut. 
But it must not be sought for or—heaven 
forbid! — dug for. No, no dredging of the 
sea-bottom here. That would defeat one’s 
purpose. The sea does not reward those who 
are too anxious, too greedy, or too impa­ 
tient. To dig for treasures shows not only 
impatience and greed, but lack of faith. 
Patience, patience, patience, is w'hat the sea 
teaches. Patience and faith. One should lie 
empty, open, choiceless as a beach—wait­ 
ing for a gift from the sea. 


T 
HE SHELL in my hand is deserted. It 
once housed a whelk, a snail-like crea­ 
ture. and then temporarily, after the death 
of the first occupant, a little hermit crab, 
who has run away, leaving his tracks be­ 
hind him like a delicate vine on the sand. 
He ran away. and left me his shell. It was 


once a protection to him. I turn the shell in 
my hand, gazing into the wide open door 
from which he made his exit. Had it become 
an encumbrance? Why did he run away? 
Did he hope to find a better home, a better 
mode of living? I too have run away, I 
realize, I have shed the shell of my life, for 
these few weeks of vacation. 
But his shell—it is simple; it is bare, it is 
beautiful. Small, only the size of my thumb, 
its architecture is perfect, down to the 
finest detail. Its shape, swelling like a pear 
in the center, winds in a gentle spiral to the 
pointed apex. Its color, dull gold, is whit­ 
ened by a wash of salt from the sea. Each 
whorl, each faint knob, each criss-cross 
vein in its egg-shell texture, is as clearly 
defined as on the day of creation. My eye 
follows with delight the outer circumfer­ 
ence of th at diminutive winding staircase 
up which this tenant used to travel. 


M 
y shell is not like this, I think. How un­ 
tidy it has become! Blurred with moss, 
knobby with barnacles, its shape is hardly 
recognizable any more. Surely, it had a 
shape once. It has a shape still in my mind. 
What is the shape of my life? 
The shape of my life today starts with a 
family. I have a husband, five children and 
a home just beyond the suburbs of New 
York. I have also a craft, writing, and there­ 
fore work I want to pursue. The shape of 
my life is, of course, determined by many 
other things; my background and child­ 
hood, my mind and its education, my con­ 
science and its pressures, my heart and its 
desires. I want to give and take from my 
children and husband, to share with friends 
and community, to carry out my obliga­ 
tions to man and to the world, as a woman, 
as an artist, as a citizen. 
But I want first of all—in fact, as an end 
to these other desires—to be at peace with 
myself. I want a singleness of eye, a purity 
of intention, a central core to my life th at 
will enable me to carry out these obliga­ 
tions and activities as well as I can. I want, 
in fact—to borrow from the language of the 
saints—to live “in grace" as much of the 
time as possible. I am not using this term 
in a strictly theological sense. By grace I 
mean an inner harmony, essentially spirit­ 
ual, which can be translated into outward 
harmony. I am seeking perhaps what Soc­ 
rates asked for in the prayer from the 
Phaedrus when he said, “May the outward 
and inward man be at one.” I would like to 
achieve a state of inner spiritual grace from 
which I could function and give as I was 
meant to in the eye of Cod. 


V 
ague as this definition may be, I believe 
most people are aware of periods in their 
lives when they seem to be “in grace" and 
other periods when they feel “out of grace,” 
even though they may use different ^ords 
to describe these states. In the first happy 
condition, one seems to carry all one’s tasks 
before one lightly, as if borne along on a 
great tide; and in the opposite state one 
can hardly tie a shoe-string. It is true th at 
a large part of life consists in learning a 
technique of tying the shoe-string, wheth­ 
er one is in grace or not. But there are 
techniques of living too; there are even 
techniques in the search for grace. And 
techniques can be cultivated. I have learned 
by some experience, by many examples, and 
by the writings of countless others before 
me, also occupied in the search, th at cer­ 
tain environments, certain modes of life, 
certain rules of conduct are more conducive 
to inner and outer harmony than others. 
There are, in fact, certain roads th at one 
may follow. Simplification of life is one of 
them. 
I mean to lead a simple life, to choose a 
simple shell I can carry easily—like a her­ 
m it crab. But I do not. I find th at my frame 
of life does not foster simplicity. My hus­ 
band and five children must make their 
way in the world. The life I have chosen as 
wife and mother entrains a whole caravan 
of complications. It involves a house in the 
suburbs and either household drudgery or 
household help which wavers between 
scarcity and non-existence for most of us. 
It involves food and shelter; meals, plan­ 
ning, marketing, bills, and making the ends 
meet in a thousand ways. It involves not 
only the butcher, the baker, the candle- 
stickmaker but countless other experts to 
keep my modern house with its modern 
“simplifications” (electricity, plumbing, re­ 
frigerator, gas-stove, oil-burner, dish-wash­ 
er, radios, car, and numerous other labor- 
saving devices) functioning properly. It 
involves health; doctors, dentists, appoint­ 
ments, medicine, cod-liver oil, vitamins, 
trips to the drugstore. It involves educa­ 
tion, sp iritu al, in tellectu al, physical; 
schools, school conferences, car-pools, extra 
trips for basket-ball or orchestra practice; 
tu to rin g ; cam ps, cam p equipm ent and 
transportation. It Involves clothes, shop­ 
ping, laundry, cleaning, mending, letting 
sk irts down and sewing b u tto n s on, or 
finding someone else to do it. It involves 
friends, my husband’s, my children’s, my 
own, and endless arran g em en ts to get 
together; letters, invitations, telephone 
calls and transportation hither and yon.

or life today in America is based on the 
premise of ever-widening circles of con­ 
tact and communication.

In pioneer days, besides maize 
or Indian corn—wheat, rye, bar­ 
ley, buckwheat and a little hard, 
gray field-pea, called the Canada 
pea, were grown by our Pickaway 
Countians. 
Did you know that it wa* re­ 
garded almost 
as wicked, 
in 
those days to use wheat as ani­ 
mal food, and no one thought of 
feeding chickens anything but 
“ screenings’ — the broken and 
imperfect kernels of wheat left 
over from cleaning wheat for the 
m arket? 
Wheat 
was 
actually- 
used yery sparingly by the house­ 
wife—most of her bread was 
made from a mixture of rye with 
the wheat, and she had many 
receipts (in those days, no one 
ever heard of a “ recipe” ) for us­ 
ing corn as well as buckwheat. 
Apparently they had little use 
for oats or barley as a proper food 
for the family. Rye was a 
very 
stable crop—it was used 
many 
ways as a food and the straw was 
worth more than the grain—it was 
considered the best ever for bed­ 
ding the horses. Remember when 
nearly every farm had a l i t t l e 
patch of buckwheat? 
This was never an important 
commercial crop, yet it was an ab­ 
solute necessity in providing the 
makin’s for buckwheat cakes with 
maple sweetening.

HOW 
MANY 
can 
remember 
when every garden had two or 
three hop vines growing 
handy? 
*No doubt some made their own 
brew', but most families, from this 
made their own “emptin-cakes” by 
mixing yeast in a dough of corn­ 
meal and then patting it into little 
flat cookies and placing these no 
a board to dry out thoroughly. The 
little yeast plants would then go 
.dormant and only came to l i f e 
when given water, 
heat 
and 
a 
pinch of starch. 
To use an emptin cake, it was 
broken into some warm water and 
this was added to bread dough and 
put in a warm spot to rise. No 
one seems to know why—but it 
had been handed down by genera 
tions and was an accepted ritua 
that the batch of corn-meal dough 
from which the patties were made 
had to be wetted w;th a decoction 
of hops. Hops also were used to

make many kinds of home reme­ 
dies for the pioneer. 
The people drank hop tea, used 
hop poultices, 
smelled 
hop cat­ 
kins to make them drowsy a n d 
even made hop pillows out of 
these to induce sleep, instead of 
counting sheep or dosing 
w i t h 
sleeping pills as is done today. 
We don’t know exactly when 
potatoes were first grown by our 
people, but we do find a record 
where they were served as an 
exotic delicacy at a Harvard 
College dinner in 1707. B e e t s , 
cabbage, carrots, turnips 
a n d 
parsnips, 
all 
European 
plants 
and cultivated there thousands 
of years before, were brought to 
the New World in some of the 
first ships of our early colonists. 
The tomato came into our coun­ 
try in the early days in a round­ 
about way. The plant is a native 
of South America, but reached our 
shores by way of Europe. 
F o r 
many years, no one thought of eat­ 
ing the fruit, many declaring they 
were the cause of cancer — they 
were used only as decorative items 
for shelves and mantels. 
The Indians, who lived on o u r 
Pickaway Plains, must have been 
advanced gardeners and horticul­ 
turists. They hadn’t so many kinds 
of crops, but reports of scouts and 
missionaries, who mingled w i t h 
them, write of their bounteous har­ 
vests of corn, tobacco, s q u a s h , 
pumpkin, gourds, beans and arti­ 
chokes. It appears they had sev­ 
eral varieties of com, of beans and 
of squash.

EXCEPTING the gourd, the In­ 
dians grew their cucurbits for the 
part we now throw away — the 
seeds. From these they prepared 
food and made excellent dyes for 
painting their bodies and their or­ 
naments. From the hard rinds of 
gourds, they made many kinds of 
utensils, ornaments and musical in­ 
struments. 
Beans were their most 
impor­ 
tant crop, for when their m e a t 
supply gave out, beans supplied a 
food with high protein value. Suc­ 
cotash—beans and corn stewed to­ 
gether—is a true Indian word.

AT THE FAIR 
THIS IS THE TIME of year, as Summer 
recedes to a balmy end, that state and 
county fairs are bursting all over the scen­ 
ery. Another type of fair, the trade show, 
has been doing exceptionally well this 
year. 
By U. S. Commerce Department count, 
there will be more than 3,000 trade fain* 
In the U. S. this year, representing a $2.5 
billion-a-year industry. Unlike the s t a t e 
and county expositions that are aimed at 
the general agricultural public, the typical 
trade show plays to a specialized, virtual­ 
ly captive, audience in its own particular 
industry. 
Buyers and purchasing agents for t h e 
commodities supplied by the respective in­ 
dustries are, of course, 
the customers 
whom the exhibitors aim to please. Firms 
enter trade shows, however, to do more 
than sell. It gives them a chance to learn 
about new technological developments and 
to keep an eye on the competition. 
Indicative of the growth of trade shows 
are the many new exhibition halls being 
built by cities from coast to coast. Halls 
have recently been completed in Denver, 
Fort Wayne and Syracuse, while o t h e r 
arenas are under construction at Colum­ 
bus, Des Moines, Omaha and New York 
City. 
The trade fair, in a sense, is industry’s 
answer to the country fair, and it is a good 
one. In manufacturing as in f a r m i n g , 
there’s a growing trend for folks to mix 
pleasure with business. 


MAKES SENSE 
AFTER FIVE YEARS in office Britain’s 
Conservative government is on the track 
of what it hopes will be an alternative to 
the Labor party’s nationalization program. 
The trend is toward taking workers into 
partnership with management to b r e a k 
down old barriers between capital and la­ 
bor. 
Profit sharing and copartnership pr o * 
grams are already getting under way in 
many British companies. By convincing 
the worker that his own prosperity is 
bound up with that of his company and 
that he has a stake in the future of the en­ 
terprise, it is expected that there will he a 
sharp down-turn in strikes and work stop­ 
pages which plague the country. 
This program is also making strides in 
the United States. More and more manag­ 
ers of enterprises see the trend as prom­ 
ising. The main drawback Is with labor it­ 
self. 
Union leaders fear that the more a work­ 
er feels himself to he a part of the enter­ 
prise for which he works, the weaker will 
be his ties with organized labor. They see 
in that a sapping of labor’s solidarity. 
And yet a cooperative operation of pri­ 
vate enterprise is the only t h i n g that 
m akes sense for the long pull. The alterna­ 
tives are a prolonged and defeating strife 
and finally the intrusion of government as 
the only factor with strength enough to op­ 
erate industry.

George E. Sokolsky’s 
These Days 


Whenever the subject of bought elec-' 
tions is mentioned, the reply seems to 'be! 
a shrug of the shoulders. The assumption is 
that there will always be dishonest men 
and that no system can he developed 
which will prevent individuals from pass-1 
ing money to candidates for public office 
under the table. 
It is no secret in New York, although* it 
probably cannot be proved without t h e 
power of subpoena, that so-called minority 
groups do support favored candidates by 
cash contributions of which no record is j 
kept by the giver or the recipient. Some of 
this money is collected from reputable peo­ 
ple in New York, men who would blush 
and be chagrined that anyone knows a 
few of the details, amounts, and to whom 
the money was passed. 
It is all so mysterious, like little boys 
smoking their first cigarette behind a barn 
door. These people have been led to be­ 
lieve that the collector, himsef a man of 
considerable wealth, has so mastered the 
art of secrecy that his very existence is 
deniable. The assumption is by this means 
a group of liberals will he in Congress to 
protect the 
imagined 
interests of this 
group. Men feel important when they do 
such things. 
There is no use pillorying these stupid 
persons who one day will undoubtedly he 
called by some Congressional committee 
investigating campaign costs. They give to 
Republicans and Democrats, to the Nation­ 
al Committee for an Effective Congress, 
to anyone who says he hates Hitler, the 
dead Nazi, whose ghost rides Park Avenue 
in New York, particularly in the Waldorf- 
Astoria where these violations of the law 
are plotted and planned. 
If such a man as Frarik Costello passes 
money under the table to a candidate for 
public office, the recipient w o u l d he 
smeared for life as an associate of gang­ 
sters, but when a manufacturer or a m er­ 
chandiser does the same thing, it is only 
a gentlemanly act 
indiscreetly 
accom­ 
plished. 
Yet there is not a man who gives this 
kind of money to a candidate or his repre­ 
sentative who does not know, at the time 
of the commission of the deed, that he is 
violating the law. It is to he assumed that 
he violates the law for good and sufficient 
reason, which satisfies his conscience and 
puffs up his ego, and not only to help along 
a deserving aspirant for public office. 
The entire question of elections ought to 
be studied by some body outside the Con­ 
gress with the power of subpoena. Without 
the power of subpoena, no study can he 
competent or complete. It would be inter­ 
esting to see how many so-called celebrities 
would be advised by learned counsel to 
plead the “ Fifth A m endm ent” were they 
called to testify. 
The American national election grows 
increasingly important as it is ridiculed 
not only by the Communists but bv many 
intellectuals who feel that in many respects 
the chosen representatives of the people 
are inferior to the experts who might be 
selected from the universities and out of 
the civil service. We 
rarely 
hear 
the 
phrase, 
“ representative 
government,” 
which is what ours is. 
Westbrook Pegler recently referred de­ 
risively to the type of person who is elect­ 
ed to the British House of Commons, but 
no m atter how the composition of t h a t 
parliamentary body is analysed, it does 
represent every element in the British pop­ 
ulation.

DIET AND HEALTH 
Don't Think Of Surgery 
As A Dreaded Ordeal 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
TO many of you, an operation 
ta 9 frightening and dreaded or­ 
deal. While no one looks forward 
to surgery, you should not build 
up needless fears. 
Probably your main concern la 
about being anesthetized. You’re 
afraid you will go to sleep and not 
wake up. Perhaps a discussion 
about anesthesia and just how 
safe it actually la will help you 
•ase your fears. 
Dawn of History 
In one form or another we have 
had anesthesia since the dawn of 
history. The ancient Incas dead­ 
ened surgical pain with coca 
leaves and by dripping cocaine- 
rich saliva on wounds. Assyrian 
and 
Egyptian 
surgeons com­ 
pressed the carotid blood vessels 
In the neck of a patient to pro­ 
duce short-lived artificial sleep. 
Modern methods are much better. 
The most widely employed In­ 
halation anesthetic today Is used 
either alone or In combination 
with nitrous oxide. But there are 
others, including: ethylene, cy­ 
clopropane, dlvinyl ether (vine- 
thene) and trichlorethylene 
(trilene). 
Increasingly Popular 
Intravenous anesthesia has be­ 
come Increasingly popular and Is 
currently used for more than one- 
fourth of all anesthesias. The 
most commonly employed agent 
is thiopental sodium. These an­ 
esthesias are far short of Ideal, 
but surgeons have established an 
im pressive safety record with 
their use. 
A recent survey by the Harvard 
Medical School in ten leading 


university hospitals showed thai 
the overall death rate was one 
death per 1,550 anesthesias dur­ 
ing a five-year period. This record 
is even more remarkable when 
you realize that many patients 
are already desperately 111 and 
near death when anesthetized. 
Low Death Roto 
When ether alone was used the 
death rate was only one for each 
2,500 anesthesias. It was one per 
5,300 anesthesias with cyclopro­ 
pane and one per 14,600 with 
ethylene. 
Sometimes, however, these ex­ 
tremely safe agents alone do not 
produce sufficient muscular re­ 
laxation for easy surgery. Then, 
a m uscle-relaxing agent like 
curare, the South American ar­ 
row poison, must be used along 
with the primary anesthetic drug. 
The danger Is greater in such 
cases, but even so, the Harvard 
study showed one death for every 
, 712 anesthesias. 
And use of a new muscle- 
I relaxer, viadrll, promises even 
greater safety. 
So, you see, your chances of 
surviving any operation today 
are excellent. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
D. H.: What effect does candy 
, or too many sweets have on the 
| tonsils? 
Answer: I know of no evidence 
that eating candy or too many 
sweets would have any adverse 
effect on the tonsils. 
Of course, excessive sweets 
should be avoided to prevent in­ 
terference with the appetite for 
other foods.
